Hesitation on the part of some United 
Nations members to declare Red China an 
aggressor in Korea is about as realistic as 
the legendary behavior of the ostrich in 
thrusting its head into the sand. 

International politics have come to a 
tragically low moral ebb when glaring 
and obvious facts have to be denied be- 
cause to acknowledge the plain truth of 
them might involve assuming the respon- 
sibility for dealing with them. 

Red China's aggression in Korea be- 
came an established fact the moment her 
troops stepped over the 38th parallel just 
as North Korea was an aggressor when 
she made the same advance. 

The United Nations did not hesitate to 
brand North Korea an aggressor under 
those circumstances, Why does the United 
Nations hesitate in the case of Red China? 


Are there degrees of truth so that the 
culpability of a conquistadorial nation de- 
clines in proportion to the extent of her 
military power? 

Surely the United Nations are not so 
morally degraded that they are prepared 
to subscribe in principle to the abominable 
doctrine that might is right. 

Certainly their present position with 
regard to Red China makes it look that 
way. 

It is a strange inconsistency, too, that 
the United Nations accord Red China the 
status of a legal and respectable power in 
all this shameful dickering while, formal- 
ly, since the United Nations have not 
recognized Red China and have not award- 
ed Red China a seat in their various 
bodies, Red China is no more than a bandit 
state in the international view 

On the one hand, the United Nations 
say that Red China does not exist. On the 
other hand, they imply that it is a world 
dictator before which free nations must 


grovel, 


There is a strange and alarming clause 
in the city commissioners’ report to the 
finance committee on the projected

This clause says: 

“Should this (the open-air theatre) 
eventuate, it would not be possible for the

Thousands of Edmonton citizens will 
say, and The Bulletin will agree with them, 
that if the establishment of the open-air 
theatre depends upon the abolition of the 
summer ‘Pops’ concerts, the open-air 
theatre project should be forgotten right 
now. 


The acting mayor hag replied to an

France says that Red China is an ag- 
gressor but that it is not safe to say so 
until “we may study carefully all the 
possible consequences.” 

What kind of truth is that? Is truth 
only truth when it is safe? 

These inconsistencies and bumbling, 
hesitant policies are driving the public to 
believe that the trouble with the world is 
lack of leadership with what is vulgarly 
known as guts. 

There has been a timorous wail about 
the danger of provoking a war between 
Orient and Occident. No such war is even 
remotely in sight 

If there was any fundamental animos- 
ity between Orient and Occident, it would 
have broken into flame when Japan was 
proclaiming herself as the champion of 
the East. 

As a matter of actual fact, Japan's 
bedevilment of her Asiatic neighbors 
pretty well put the quietus upon any se- 
rious Asiatic unity for generations to 
come, 

Of course this threat is being promoted 
by Mr, Nehru and others for what they 
can get out of it. Nehru went to the Com- 
monwealth conference in London with the 
idea of blackmailing the Empire into giv- 
ing him a subsidy. Apparently he stam- 
peded the British government and perhaps 
some others into adopting his view. 

But it is unrealistic and it is false. The 
only real threat in the world today is 
Russian imperialism which disguises it- 
self as international Communism, 

It has to be met with determination 
and force. 

Appeasement will not work today any 
more than it worked at Munich in 1938. 

Every attempt to cajole and soft-soap 
the Russian stooges, including Red China, 
only brings total war closer to every 

democratic nation, 


‘Pops’ Concerts Not To Be Sacrificed 


The Bulletin supported the open-air 
theatre proposal in the belief that it would 
supplement and not replace present sum- 
mer entertainment in this community.
